Unless the ‘Saints’ indifferent 
showing has cut their support, 
iney should get a crowd of 
3,000, what with free beer 
youchers give away. 

But even Sydney's two strong- 
ly ethnic ciubs, Marconi and 
Olympic, are “enjoying” oniy 
moderate support. 

The 6,600 and 4,600° atten- 
dances for top billings pale next 
to most interstate figures: 

The truth is that apart from 
Wesiern Suburbs (ignored by its 
own fans and even members} 
and St George (now relying on 
modest district Support instead 
of Hungarian migrants}, the other 
three Sydney PSL ciubs cater 
almost exciusively for their 
ethnic fans. 

When the framework of the 
Philips League were jiaid down, 
we expressed our doubt whether 
it was possibile to shed the 
ethnic backgrounds of ciubs 
especially in cities where more 
than one club operated, without 
major structural changes.

We aiso pointed out that the 
ASF, inciuding Sir Arthur 
George, were only kidding 
ihemseives if they believed for 
one moment that the Australian 
public would flock to PSL 
matches once clubs changed 
their names with minor cosmetic 
surgery. 

At least nine of the 14 clubs 
are almost purely ethnic — four 
of them Greek and three Italian. 

And the Ausiralian sporting 
pubiic won't be duped so easily; 
they merely stay away from the 
games, Except. in- cities, like 
Canberra and Newcastle, where 
they managed to swing the 
whole community behind their 
clubs. 

The highly successful 
American NASL wouid have also 
failed, even with Pele, had it re- 
lied on the Support of migrants 
only. 

One wonders if Marconi has a 
single non-ltalian supporter not 
to mention Olympic who. even 
print their programs in Greek. 

Much the Same can be said 
about several other interstate 
PSL ciubs — with the notable ex- 
ceptions of Canberra, Newcastle 
and Lions — but at least they do 
get their thousands through the 


gates. 
The much heralded departure 
from “ethnic images” by the 


Philips League has turned out to 
be a sham. 

And in Sydney, this couid well 
ead to the financial ruin of some 
clubs uniess immediate and 
drastic changes are made.

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While amateurs fiddle, 
Canberra City burns

Canberra City, which for its first two home games surprised soccer administrators 
by twice drawing crowds in excess of 6000, drew this weekend only 3000 spectators. 


Sure, the weather was not 
the best, but rain was only in- 
termittent and Bruce Stadium 
could easily cope with the 
conditions. 

Nor was. promotion slacking 
off: on the day City had as a cur- 
tain raiser a full senior athletic 

meeting on the best track of 
Australia, and to cap it, a live 
band and marching girls. 

Advertisements were placed 
as usual and the local Canberra 
Times was generous with pre- 
match publicity. 

A crowd of 3500 is nothing to 
be sniffed at — some Sydney 
teams would be happy to draw 
that many. 

But the reduced crowd in Can- 
berra, following the excellent 
showing of their team against 
Olympic and St. George, calls 
for an explanation. 

And the explanation is simple: 
the game was scheduled for 


Saturday, unlike the first two 
games which were played on 
Sundays. 

- The reason? Canberra’s local 
clubs are playing on. Sundays 
and these teams with few sup- 
porters (most draw a “crowd” of 
200 on a iucky day, while the 
best are watched by 1000 only 
once or twice a year are refus- 
ing permission for Canberra to 
play “in competition” against 
them. 

It is believed that some 20 
months ago when Canberra City 
was no more than a dream, the 
local moguls gave their blessing 
only after extracting a promise 
from the founders never to piay 
on Sunday. 

And the Canberra City Board, 
clearly a set of gentiemen, feel 
honor-bound by this agreement 
extracted under duress. 

Thus Canberra City has to play 
on Saturdays, while the soccer-

1 don’t think it bears too much debating that Sydney: 
cannot and will not support five teams in the PSL. 

If that axiom is accepted, the PSL and the clubs 
concerned have two options: 

e Live with this situation as long as possible and suffer 
under it. 

e@ Make changes. 

Wesis and Hakoah have home crowds often under the 
1,000 figure — closer to 600; St George cannot count on 
more than 2,000; Olympic only slightly more and only 
Marconi can reach respectable figures. 

To put it bluntly, at least four out of the five must be 
running at a heavy loss which their licensed clubs will not 
accept for ever. 

Last year | advocated one possible solution; scrap the 
five teams, as such and bring them under two new 
umbrellas — one club for the city’s south-east and one for 
its north-west regions. 

And ail this under totally new names, new management, 
fuelled by the present licensed clubs of “the five.” 

| still say this is feasibie provided the clubs themselves 
are willing to submerge their present identities for the 
sake of a giant step forward. 

But if they are not, perhaps they should follow the 
American practice of simply moving house. 

If Wests cannot seil their game to the good people 
around Dural, they are silly to stay; they should pack up 
and try a new area, perhaps Parramatta, Penrith — or 
even the Bathurst-Lithgow region. 

And why can’t Easts-Hakoah forget about Wentworth 
Park — which isn’t even east — and, renaming them 
ltlawarra Stars, move their operations to Wollongong? 

Our clubs still cling to the old fashioned idea that they 
must play in the vicinity of their clubhouse and their 
“following.” 

But what following? The clubhouse can stay where it is 
—all | am suggesting is that they try to sell top soccer for 
a market which.is likely to be more responsive than their 
present one. 

in the NASL of the USA such a decision wouldn’t even 
be left to the clubs to ponder — the franchise would be 
simply transferred from, say Hawaii to San Jose. 

We could have a team based at Parramatta, one at 
Wollongong and one in: the Western Districts of NSW 
rather than five of them suffocating on a small, 
impoverished antheap. 

The examples of Canberra and Newcastle prove that 
well organised outfits have a far better chance of survival 
in “new” areas, getting an entire city or region behind 
themselves rather than our overcrowded Sydney clubs 
largely catering for a disenchanted, ageing ethnic market. 

A really top team would be an instant hit in Wollongong 
— and if Wollongong can’t produce it, then it can be 
exported through a Sydney club; nothing or nobody on 
earth can stop them. 

A small community could be swung behind a good team 
and gradually adopt it as its own; local patriotism in sport 
is a vital motivating factor. 

Ultimately it’s up to the clubs themseives to seek their 
own Salvation from this dreadful present impasse. 

Sydney cannot and will not support five PSL and 14 
NSW teams in senior soccer. 

And if our clubs cannot think further than the perimeters 
of their littie narrow word; they don’t deserve to survive.

Last year the Cosmos held 
spring training in East 
Rutherford, N.J., in the snow 
and the freezing rain of a 
Northeast winter. 

The players brought. their 
lunch; Werner Roth, captain of 
the team, aiways brought hero 
sandwiches. And the Cosmos’ 
standard of living was higher 
than that of most soccer clubs. 

The Rochester Lancers, long 
the North American Soccer 
League’s poorest team, ate at 
McDonaid’s. Plain hamburgers, 
mind you; “cheese was extra,” 
said a Lancer who counted his 
pennies. 

This year, as the NASL ap- 
proaches the big time, many 
teams are having their first real 
spring training in real warm- 
weather sites of the South and 
the Far West. 

The Lancers, who paid 
nothing to join the jeague in 
1970 and who are now said to 
be worth $3 miilion, are on 
their way to three weeks in 


San Diego. 
The Cosmos are in Miami. 
Roth is getting chauffeur 


service to their training site at 
Miami Dade South Community 
Coliege, and he is eating 
sirloin steak. 

Though the average salary of 
an NASL player, at $19,000, is 
stili far below the average in 
baseball ($76,000), basketball 
($143,000), football ($55,000} 
and hockey ($96,000}, the pro- 
mise is of better days ahead — 
even with the retirement of 
Pele, whose presence for three 
years lent giamor to soccer in 
the United States. 

“Now things have changed,” 
Roth says. “Players are -de— 
dicated, because soccer is the 
job that puts bread on their 
tabies. 

“Two years ago | wouid’ve 
been drinking beer. Not now. 
Now |’m a professional soccer 
player, and | do not drink 
beer.” 


Two years ago as well, Rett 
was a member of the Cosmos: — 


But he was only nominally in 
the world of the pros. ‘ 

Soccer appears to have 
come a iong way, even in a 
year. Creating a team used to 
be aimost a  moment-to- 
moment activity. 

Last year, for example, the 
Lancers went to Giants 
Stadium for the Cosmos home 
opener with two players who 
had arrived from overseas just 
one day before. 


The concept of a complete 
spring training — historically 
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the chatty, interest-building 
roots of the basebaii season — 
is new to the NASL. 

It is a step toward parity with 
the major sports. Both the 
Detroit Tigers and the Detroit 
Express wili train in Lakeland, 
Fla. 

Both the Toronto Biue Jays 
and Toronto Metros wiil train in 
Dunedin, Fia. 

Phil Woosnam, 
league's commissioner, says: 
“Spring training is part of the 


gradual elevation of operations _ 


to major league standards.” 

Taik to the Cosmos’ Giorgio 
Chinagiia, who as a soccer star 
in Italy was looked upon as 
something of a god and always 
traveied first class. 

During a break ~ between 
workouts, he is asked to com- 
pare European training camps 
with the two-week session the 
Comos are engaged in here. 

He can find no differences. 
Which is to say he notes a 
great difference from iast year, 
when he shivered in the cold at 
the Meadowlands. 

“It was ridiculous last year,” 
he says. “It was a joke. We 
couid not train in the snow and 
coid weather, We later went to 
Bermuda, but to me it was 
more like to play games, not to 
train.”

In 17 playoff games ast 
season, the NASL drew 
501,858 fans. Compare that 
with pro footbail’s 472,582 in 
only seven playoff games. 
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As the Cosmos go, so goes 
the league. : 

Buoyed by the flagship 
club’s 50-per-cent jump in at- 
tendance last season, to about 
34,000 a game, the NASL is ex- 
panding this year from 18 
teams to 24 with new 
franchises in Philadelphia 
Memphis, Detroit, Denver, 
Houston and Foxboro, Mass. 

A shift of a franchise has put 
a team in Tulsa, Okia, that 
city's first major jeague ciub of 
any kind. ; 

And the new franchises were 
not inexpensive: The entry fee 
for each club was $1 million. |t 
has been very few years since 
a couple of thousand dollars- 
or nothing at ail — bought en- 
try into the NASL.

another steps forward to take a_ 
larger share of the spotlight 
that the Cosmos began to en- 
joy last year. ; ; 

He is Carlos Alberto, who 
knows something about fame. 
He was the captain of the 
Brazilian national’ team’ of 
1970, the year Pele and friends 
won the Worid Cup for the third 
time.

Aiberto joined the Cosmos 
halfway through last season 
and brought cohesiveness to 
an unsteady, rather confused 
defense. He and Pele are close 
friends. z 

Soccer has recentiy  ac- 
quired some notable backers. 
Elton John is part-owner of the 
Los Angeles Aztecs, and two 
other rock stars — Mick Jagger 
and Peter Frampton — are 
part-owners of the Philadelphia 
Fury, an expansion team. 

Such is the drawing power of 
these names that one of the
